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The lllegal Natmsnlizations in the

Supreme Court.

W present elsewhere the protest addressed
by Judge Read of the Supreme Conrt to Chief
Justiss Thompson. After reviewing the im-
pediments which have been thrown in the
way of those who desired to give publicity to
the names of those who have been naturalized
by the court presided over by Judge Shara”
wood, Judge Read prooceeds to compara tha
regulations adopted by his codeagus with
those enforced im the other courts of the
county and State. He states that in the Court |
of Quarter Bessions, every petition is
approved and signed by the Judge before |
the certificate of maturalization is authorized
to be issned by the Prothonotary; that a simi-
lar course is purened in the Court of Common
Pleas; and that in the District Conrt esch ap-
plicant and voucher is interrogated by the
judge in pereon. Judge Read presents a table
showing that the total naturalizations in these
three Courts stnoe the first of September num- |
bered about 3100 only; while in the Saprems |
Court alone, with but one judge to conduct |
the proceedings, the number reached a total
of over 6000 during the same period |

The reason for this inequality in the amonnt
of labor performed by the respective conrts
oonsists in the fact brought out by Judge |
Read, that all the requirements of the law and
all the diotates of common prudence are ob- |
served in the Quarter BSsssions, Common
Pleas, and District Courts, while in the Su-
preme Court they are all set utterly at defiance!

As Judge Read declares, in the latter tribuuosl |

¢the whole practical purt of naturalization is en”
trusted (o ftwo tipstaves,” instead of beiog
olothed with the solemuitiss of a grave jadicial
prooceeding, as required by the acts of Con-
gress regulating the matter.

For these conclusive reasons Judge Read,
having consulted Judges Agnew and Williams,

emphatically declares:—

“We all taree regard the practice of naturali-
zation pursued in the Nist Prius, however old or
by whatever Judges sanctioned, ar amtrary to the
plain words of the acts of Con,ress, and as there-
Jore illegal.”

manner practiced in the Supreme Court,

We earnestly call the attention of the
Distriet Attorney to the subject, and urge
upon him to give it careful consideration and
prompt action. In this way, and in this
way alone, oan the perpetration of the grossest
fraud npon the rights of & free peopls ba pre.
vented.
